I  HAVE  THE  HONOUR  TO  PRESENT  THE  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1964. 

Certain  items  stand  out  for  particular  comment: 

STAT I  ST ! CS . 


The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  of  28,460  is 
based  on  a  calculation. 

During  1964  there  were  four  more  births  and  fifty  five 
FEWER  DEATHS  THAN  IN  1963.  175  OF  THE  343  DEATHS  WERE  OF  PEOPLE 

aged  75  and  over, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  majority  of  the  notifications  were  of  measles.  The 
incidence  of  serious  infectious  disease  was  low.  Scabies,  though 

NO  LONGER  NOTIFIABLE,  GAVE  RISE  TO  CONCERN,  WHERE  A  FAMILY  DOCTOR 
ASKED  FOR  HELP  IN  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  A  FAMILY  WHICH  HAD  HARBOURED 
THE  DISEASE  FOR  SEVERAL  MONTHS. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Certain  "pockets"  still  requiring  piped  supplies  remained, 
viz:  Bull  in  the  Oak  area,  Copt  Oak,  Osbaston  Lount. 

Concern  was  felt  in  I bstock  over  restrictions  imposed 

DURING  CERTAIN  HOURS  WITH  THE  RESULTANT  LOW  PRESSURE. 

Trouble  was  caused  in  the  Gopsall  area  by  interruption 

IN  SUPPLY. 

Discolouration  of  piped  water  in  the  Leicester  Water  area 

WAS  REPORTED  TO  THE  LEICESTER  WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE. 

Preoccupation  with  the  major  schemes  in  the  more  built  up 

AREAS  TENDED  TO  OVERSHADOW  THE  POSITION  IN  THE  SMALLER  WE  STERN 

parbshes  such  as  Sibson  and  Orton  where  the  need  for  a  sewer 

CONT I NUES. 

In  one  smaller  area  the  question  of  "piping  on"  the  effluent 

FROM  SEVERAL  PROPERTIES  WAS  DISCUSSED. 

In  two  parishes  where  the  sewer  had  recently  been  provided, 
the  Education  Authority  was  pressed  to  connect  the  village  schools. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


Nine  parishes  were  circularised  for  views  on  the  need  for 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES.  THE  REPLIES  WERE  MAINLY  NEGATIVE  BUT  THREE 
ARE  NOTEWORTHY.  MARKET  BOSWORTH  AGREED  WITH  THE  NEED  FOR  A  PUBLIC 
CONVENIENCE  BUT  IMPLIED  THAT  THE  CHARGE  SHOULD  NOT  BE  ON  THE  PARISH. 
GROBY  SUGGESTED  THAT  THE  NEW  RECREATION  GROUND  WOULD  BE  A  SUITABLE 
SITE.  Markfield  REPLIED  THAT  THERE  WAS  A  NEED  FOR  A  CONVENIENCE 
ON  A  CERTAIN  LAY-BY  ON  THE  A . 50 . 

NUISANCES.

5.  The  COMPLAINT  OF  SMELL  FROM  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  IN 

Warwickshire  affected  a  farish  in  this  rural  district. 

6.  Fumes  from  Colliery  Spoil  Banks. 

Bradgate  Quarry.  Groby, 

This  is  one  of  two  large  quarries  in  the  Rural  District, 
Unfortunately,  the  quarry  installations  are  sufficiently 
close  to  residential  property  to  cause  a  dust  nuisance. 

Much  time  is  spent  by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 

IN  PURSUANCE  OF  THE  NEED  TO  ENSURE  THAT  THE  FIRM  IS  TAKING 
ALL  REASONABLE  AND  PRACTICAL  MEANS  TO  MINIMISE  THE  NUISANCE, 

The  situation  was  particularly  bad  during  the  earlier  part 

OF  THE  YEAR.  A  MEETING  WAS  HELD  IN  GROBY,  ATTENDED  BY 
R.D.C.  MEMBERS  AND  OFFICERS,  PARISH  COUNCIL  MEMBERS, 
REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  FIRM  AND  LOCAL  RESIDENTS.  |N  SPITE 
OF  WHAT  THE  FIRM  CONTINUES  TO  DO,  THERE  ARE  COMPLAINTS 
FROM  NEARBY  RESIDENTS 

Mallory  Park  Race  Track. 

Some  settlement  has  been  achieved  on  this  problem  by 

THE  MANAGEMENT  ARRANGING  ITS  PROGRAMME  IN  SUCH  A  WAY  AS 
TO  LEAVE  A  NUMBER  OF  FREE  WEEK-ENDS  AND  TO  ADHERE  AS  FAR 
AS  POSSIBLE  TO  ITS  PUBLISHED  PROGRAMME. 

Noise  from  a  Cement  Works  at  Newbold  Verdon. 

This  nuisance  arose  when  a  cement  works  was  established

ADJOINING  RESIDENTIAL  HOUSES. 

IT  IS  FELT  THAT  THIS  TYPE  OF  PROBLEM  WILL  ALWAYS  BE 
LIABLE  TO  ARISE  WHERE  THERE  ARE  n POCKETS"  OF  "  1 NDUST R I AL 
LAND"  NEAR  RESIDENTIAL  PROPERTY. 

Noise  from  M.I.R.A.  Experimental  Wind  Tunnel, 

It  was  hoped  that  the  noise  from  this  experimental  wind 

TUNNEL  WHICH  OCCURRED  AT  NIGHT  AND  AFFECTED  OCCUPANTS  OF 
NEARBY  HOUSES,  WOULD  BE  MINIMISED  IN  ITS  EFFECT  WHEN 
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NU 1 SANCES.  (CONT) 

ELECTRICITY  SUPPLIES  WOULD  BE  SUFFICIENTLY  IMPROVED  TO 
ALLOW  THE  OPERATION  OF  THE  PLANT  TO  TAKE  PLACE  IN  DAYLIGHT 
HOURS  RATHER  THAN  AT  TIMES  OUTSIDE  NORMAL  WORKING  HOURS. 

Gas  Leaks  from  old  Mains, 

An  unpleasant  smell  in  Groby  turned  out  to  bl  due  to 
leaky  gas  mains.  This  was  abated  when  certain  mains 

WERE  REPLACED, 


CARAVANS . 

A  COMPREHENSIVE  REPORT  ON  THE  OVER-ALL  SITUATION  REGARDING 

Caravans  in  the  district  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  provision  of  a 
local  authority  managed  site  or  sites  was  discussed.  As  a  matter 

OF  URGENCY,  PROPAGANDA  ILLUSTRATING  THE  FIRE  RISK  [N  CARAVANS  V/ AS 
DISTRIBUTED  AS  WIDELY  AS  POSSIBLE  TO  OCCUPANTS  OF  SITES. 


RE-HOUSING. 


A  NUMBER  OF  REQUESTS  WERE  RECEIVED  FROM  COUNCIL  HOUSE 
APPLICANTS  ASKING  FOR  MEDICAL  SUPPORT  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THEIR 

applications.  There  was  a  fairly  wide  scatter  in  the  distribution 

OF  THESE  CASES  BUT  THE  BULK  OF  THE  FAMILIES  ASKING  FOR  SUCH 
SUPPORT  CAME  FROM  IBSTOCK. 

GROUP  HOUSING  FOR  THE  AGED. 


196!].  SAW  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  CENTRALLY  HEATED  BLOCK  OF 
FLATLETS  FOR  ELDERLY  PEOPLE  IN  IBSTOCK.  It  IS  TOO  SOON  TO  MAKE 
A  CONSIDERED  ANALYSIS  OF  THIS  TYPE  OF  DWELLING  BUT  IT  HAS  ALREADY 
BECOME  APPARENT  THAT  IT  IS  VITAL  TO  CONSIDER  MOST  CAREFULLY  EACH 
NEW  ALLOCATION  FOR  A  VACANCY  IN  ORDER  TO  STRIKE  THE  RIGHT  BALANpE 
BETWEEN  THOSE  WHO  ARE  ABLE-BODIED  AND  THOSE  WHO  ARE  APPRECIABLY 
HANDICAPPED  IN  ORDER  NOT  TO  IMPOSE  TOO  HEAVY  A  LOAD  ON  THE  WARDEN, 

IBSTOCK  DIABETIC  SURVEY. 


During  1964,  the  results  of  a  second  survey  (sponsored 
by  the  British  Diabetic  Association),  five  years  after  the  first 
survey  of  persons  over  the  age  of  five  in  Ibstock  was  published.

FOOD  HYGIENE  IN  HOSPITALS. 

In  the  Autumn,  a  start  was  made,  in  response  to  a 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular,  in  the  systematic  inspection  of 
Hospitals  with  regard  to  food  hygiene  and  food  handlers.  Markfield 
Hospital  was  the  first  to  be  inspected  and  a  report  was  sent  to 
the  House  Committee.  If  this  i s  to  be  done  as  frequently  as
